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ANNOUNCEMENT 



The Sixth General Meeting of the Institute will be held 
in Boston, Massachusetts, on Wednesday and Thursday (after- 
noon and evening) and on Friday (afternoon), December 28, 
29, and 30, 1904, for the reading and discussion of papers on 
archaeological themes. 

On the invitation of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology the sessions will be held in Walker Building of the 
Institute, in a suite of rooms on the second floor. Walker 
Building is near Copley Square, and in the immediate vicinity 
of the Museum of Fine Arts, to which the members will receive 
free admission. The afternoon sessions will begin at 3 o'clock, 
the evening sessions at 8 o'clock. 

The opening session will be held in Room 23, Walker 
Building (525 Boylston Street), at 3 o'clock, Wednesday 
afternoon, December 28. 

The Council hopes that on Wednesday evening some ad- 
dresses will be made having regard to the completion of the 
twenty-fifth year of the Institute, which was founded in 1879. 

The First General Meeting of the Institute was held at Yale 
University, in December, 1899; the second, at the University 
of Pennsylvania, in December, 1900 ; the third, at Columbia 
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University, in December, 1901 ; the fourth, at Princeton Uni- 
versity, in December, 1902 ; the fifth, at Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, in December, 1903. 

Members of the Institute who will present papers at the 
Boston meeting are requested to send to the President of the 
Institute, as soon as practicable, and certainly before Novem- 
ber 25, a memorandum of the title of each paper, of the length 
of time it will occupy in presentation, and whether it is to be 
illustrated by lantern slides. 

The Hotel Brunswick (Boylston and Clarendon streets) 
is recommended to the members of the Institute as their head- 
quarters for this meeting. A parlor in this hotel will be used 
as the meeting-place of the smaller committees. 

The hotels in the neighborhood of the Institute of Tech- 
nology and of the Museum of Fine Arts are (European

$1.00 to $2.50. 

Hotel Nottingham (Huntington Avenue, near Copley Square) : rates, — 
f 1.00 and upwards. 

Hotel Oxford (Huntington Avenue, near Copley Square) : rates, — $1.00 
and upwards. American plan, $2.50 per diem. 

Most of these hotels have double rooms for $1.00 in addition to the price 
of single rooms, and (single or double) rooms with baths, at prices from 
$2.50 upwards. 

The Local Committee will endeavor to secure a reduction of 
railway fares. The most convenient railway stations for mem- 
bers of the Institute who come from the South and West are 
the Huntington Avenue Station (Boston & Albany [New York 
Central] Railroad), and the Back Bay Station (New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad). 
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About December 5, a programme of the meeting will be 
sent to each member of the Institute, giving further details of 
the meetings.
